.Advices received here at 9 o'clock this i 
morning from New Richmond, Wis.', 
confirm the previous reports of great 
loss of life. 


Buildings razed by the awful cyclone 


•arejstill burning. 


The entire business portion of the 


•town is completely destroyed. 


Both banks,'the poslolfiee, the Nicol- 


let hotel, both printing-offices, water- 
works and electric light plants are in 
ruins. 


• Every building on both sides of Main 


-street-from tho 'river ' south -for 
four 


• blocks are levelled. 


A fire started at.tho Williams drug 


•store, burned north. 


Many bodies found in" cellars were 


burned beyond identification. 


Scores! of residences were swept .out of 


•existence.

Bodies of many dead strangers have 


. been found in New Richmond, and it is 


known that a large number of people 
who camo in from'the country to'attend 


-.a circus, took refuge in.stores and cel- 


lars when the storm, came up.

St. Paul, June 13—[Special]—-The 


first train from New Kichmond arrived 
at ten o'clock 
with- additional intelli- 
gence of this cyclone. ' 


Physicians who left for the scene on a 


•midnight train succeeded in getting over 
the washout near Hudson and are now 
taking care of the injared. 


The conductor of .the train says the 


•estimated loss of life is three hundred, 
but'may be more. 


More than fifty bodies were burned 


when the buildings took fire. 


A number of those unfortunate were 


not only injured -but being pinned un- 
der the wreck they were slowly roasted 
to death. 


Twenty-six bodies were found in one 


>cellar. 


The greatest loss of life: was where 


people took refuge in cellars. 


Instead of being swept away from 


their foundations, .frame buildings were 
lifted, thence crushed. iuto the.cellars 
"killing the refugees like rats. 


The known dead are: Dr."Wade, child 


-of Charles Mackenner, New Kichmond 
David HeEfron, Burkhardt, Wis. 


Two unknown men were struck by 


lightning, in Stockton, Minn. 


A St. Paul relief committee now 


working among the injured, telegraphed 
"the number two hundred and fifty so far 
found, and the injured, a thousand. 


The mayor and citizens of New liich- 


• mond have appealed for financial aid. 


St. Paul and Minneapolis have placed 


-their hospitals at the disposal of the un- 
fortunates. 


This afternoon two crrloads are ex- 
pected here. 


St. -Paul, June 13.—The city of New 


Hiehmond, Wis., the home 
of

people, has been destroyed by a cy- 
-clone, and between 250 and 500 per- 
-sons killed and injured. 


Details of the disaster are lacking, 


•as wires were leveled by the storm and 
-all trains are "delayed by washouts, 
•which have carried away miles of track 
-and 'many bridges. 
' 


-..Early Monday evening the operator 


.at Burkhardt station, near New Rich- 
mond, reported that -many people were 
killed and injured. This was confirmed 
-an hour later when.a courier arrived at 
.North Wisconsin Junction with the in- 
formation that New Richmond -had 
been wiped off the map, and that the 
list of fatalities and casualties would 
be very heavy. 


J. A. Carroll, a traveling man, who 


•was in the Nicollet house at ,New 
Richmond when the storm broke, has 
-arrived at Stillwater, Minn. 
He saw 


the funnel-shaped cloud as it came lip 
the principal street, and took refuge 
.in the basement of the hotelj which

was completely wrecke'd, together with 
every other business house in the city. 


In terrible sheets of rain following 


the cyclone Mr. Carroll a.nd his com- 
rades 'succeeded In recovering the pro- 
prietor, Charles McKennon, wafe' and 
one chilil from the debris, and they also 
removed the laundry girl, who was so 
seriously injured that she will probably 
die. 
They also removed- two 
men 


named Barrett and Newall, who were 
very severely injured. 


Mr. Carroll drove to Stillwater for 


relief, and- a . train with doctors left 
there at midnight. 


Mr. Carroll says that fire followed 


the cyclone, and what "was left is being 
consumed. Many people are doubtless 
killed, and the damage will 'run into 
hundreds of 'thousands 'of dollars. 


A messenger also reached Burkhardt 


from New Richmond and telegraphed 
for doctors and- help, saying a large 
number 
were killed and wounded. 


The railroad officials 
endeavored to 


get out a special-.train from. Burk- 
hardt, but on account of the several 
washouts were unable to do so, and 
the doctors and many others drove 
across the country as fast as horses 
could safely carry them. 


Three i.raveling men who drove from 


•River Falls to Hudson were struck by 
the storm and the rig was torn to 
pieces, one man n-amed Vollman hav- 
ing one of his legs broken.

•A relief train left St. Pa-ul at mid- 


night for New Richmond, carrying a 
number of St. Paul physicians.

courier .who arrived' at North 


Wisconsin Junction 
from Boardrnan 


reports that place in ruins and many 
persons killed and Injured. 


Boardman is a small town on the 


Dnlut'h-Superior branch of the North- 
western road, and is halfjway between 
Hudson and New Richmond. The town 
has 'but a few hundred inhabitants. 


There has been no communication 


with the city of Hastings, Minn., since 
the storm, and there are grave fears 
that it, too, was in bhe cyclone's path. 
Reporters who went there have not 
been heard from.-

A dispatch from North Wisconsin 


Junction gives this account of tue 
storm in that region: 


"The cyclohe was first observed at 


Hudson, coming np Tjake St. Croix. ' Tt 
.-passed first to the east of the town and 
moved 
northeasterly, 
crossing 
the 


track of the Omaha, a mile east of 
North Wisconsin Junction, destroying 
the wires, unroofing barns, houses, out- 
buildings, haystacks, etc., all along "its 
path. 
Fifteen feet of :track on the 


Omaha one mile west of this place is 
washed out, and the track east of here 
is reported to be buried In sand and 
mud at several points. It is rumored 
that Mrs. Dare Hefferon, living north 
of Burkhardt, was killed. 


"The full extent of the damage is 


not known. The following places are 
known to he damaged: House on one 
farm and all buildings except house 
on another farm of Henry Madison; 
the barn belonging to Ed Daily, Ju- 
lius Beers' barn, Dave Hefferon's barn, 
all buildings belonging to M-r. "Lacy, 
north of Burkhardt; small flour mill at 
Burkhardt; barn and house of Mr. 
Beebe, near same place; corn crib and 
windmill belonging to Frank 
Wade 


were smashed into kindling wood. The 
roof of Graves' barn was blown oft." 


The following dispatch from 'Hud- 


son tells of the destruction wrought 
there as follows:- 


"The cyclone • passed through 
tho 


country here at about 5:30 p. m. It 
formed in a waterspout 
four miles 


south of Hudson, on Lake St. Croix. 
It was witnessed by hundreds of peo- 
ple, and seemed to follow, the lake and 
to be making directly for the city, but 
about t:wo miles south it veered to the 
east, and left the lake and crossed th« 
country. 
Jt was about twenty rods 


wide and destroyed everything in its 


It then struck the Gridley farm. The 
family, seeing .it. coming, fled for 
a. 


large stone quarry about twenty rods 
from the house, where they remained 
in safpty unttl.it passed. -The house is 
a small brick one and 
held 
to the 


foundation, but the angles were torn 
from the roof. 
The cyclone veered 


to the north, leaving the buildings un- 
harmed, but tearing large oak trees 
three feet in diameter'out by the roots 
and twisting them into every conceiv- 
able shape. 


"About one-half mile northeast from 


there it struck the buildings of H. S. 
Mattison. 
Just 
before 
the 
storm 


reached the -place the family and farm 
help" fled tor the 
cellar. The cellar 


door had just closed when the crash 
.came. This place was directly in tho 
line of the storm, and not a building, 
tree, wagon or piece of machinery is 
left whole. The house was completely 
swept from its foundation and nothing 
remained but the" floor which covered 
the people' in the cellar. 
Not one of 


them was harmed. Every piece of fur- 
niture was carried 'for rods and liter- 
ally torn into shreds. Besides 
the 


house there were two large barns, ma- 
chine sheds and-outbuildings, and all 
were destroyed. Forty cattle and about 
100 sheep cannot be found at-this hour. 


"The storm- passed on to the north- 


east, destroying everything 
in 
its 


wake, and was -followed by rain tor- 
rents and terrible lightning. The Grid- 
ley barn, which was left standing; was 
struck by lightning by the later storm 
and burned.- Telegra-ph and telephone 
wires are all blown down and' adjoin- 
ing towns cannot be heard from."

New Richmond is one of the oldest 


and prettiest towns in western Wis- 
consin. 
It has two principal streets, 


one running north and south and the 
other.east and west At the junction of 
these streets are the larger business 
houses. 
Outside the business center 


the street running east and west is tne 
principal residence street. It is about 
three miles long, bordered on both 
sides by large trees, making a beauti- 
ful driveway, lined with pretty dwell- 
ings.-.

Owing to. washouts along their lines 


the various Chicago trains were held 
here, it being impossible'for them to 
get through.

Truing Delayed by Washouts. 


La Crosse, Wis., June 13.—Tele 


graphic advices from the 
northwest 


and points all over the Mississippi val 
ley indicate that the storm of Sunday 
has done vast damage to crops and 
railroad property. This section wa_ 
visited by'the-worst storm In seventeen 
years, doing great damage to railroad 
property. All railway communication 
except on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern from the South Dubuque and 
the southern Minnesota division of the 
Milwaukee line is cut off.--. Fifty fami 
lies in North La .Crosse were com- 
pelled to desert their homes in boats, 
and the water is still rising. Over 100 
head of live stock were drowned, f^r- 
ly every bridge in the La Crosse \Bl-er 
valley is gone. 


At Elroy heavy rain has caused the 


Baraboo river to overflow, and the 
flats for miles are flooded. The Mil- 
waukee 'road north of. there is washed 
out and 'trains are delayed. The North- 
western tracks are also washed out. 
Nearly a mile of track, is washed out 
at Kendall. The dron bridge at Wilton 
was" carried away and the abutments 
destroyed. 
The Sparta yards are un-

every public bridge In the county and, 
city -the loss will be heavy, and there 
is little prospeots:-that the full damage 
will be repaired this year. Not. a road 
in the county escaped.and farmers are 
"completely isolated. 


Two persons, are known-to have been 


killed by the lightning which accom- 
panied the storm-, while a number "o£- 
barns were struck and consumed. 


Cloudburst at Viola, Wis. 


Viola, Wis., June 13.—One of 
the 


heaviest rain, hail arid wind storms in 
many years occurred he.re, and almost 
the entire Kickapoo valley is inun- 
dated. A cloudburst occurred on Bear 
creek, ten miles .northeast of here, and. 
the entire fertile valley was swept by 
a raging torrent. 


The storm broke upon the valley, 


rain descending in torrents, accompa- 
nied by hail and heavy winds. Culti- 
vated fields are. covered and almost 
ruined, some being washed to a depth 
of six feet. 


At Rockton, fourteen miles above 


here, the Kickapoo river is twelve feet 
above low water- mark and still ris- 
ng .rapidly, and all mill dams are be- 
ing carried before it like straw. 


Wagon roads are inundated, bridges 


jpne, and travel is made impossible. 
It is the largest flood since 1881, when 
:he entire valley was flooded from eni! 
to end.

while they know from personal experi- 
ence many of the ills and hardships of a 
working man's life they have never been 
crowded by those hardships into the ex 
treme rank from which conies the dis- 
content and dissatisfaction that in many 
cases has led labor 
organizations to 


deeds of lawlessness'and disorder. 


These men of Janesville are sober 


minded conservative thinking men. Men 
who believe in helping their fellow work- 
ers in every possible way, not men who 
go to extremes, but men who telieve 
that permanent good for themselves and 
their fellow workers can be obtained 
only by working along lines which do 
not infringe on the rights of others. 


"For twenty years I have known these

on the poor. 
And because of this inter- 


dependence you who are working to 
vate the poor must also respect the

"iloral elevation is as necessary for 


one class as for the other.

.he preamble and platform of your or- 
ganization, and 
while some may differ 


vith you as to details of your work, all 
nust agree that its object is as lofty as 
any in which men can engage, for that 
object is the elevation of our fellow 
men.
